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Auburn Establishes 
Network to Help 
Feed Hungry 

Of the World

In a mews conference held at United 
Nations Headquarters in New York City 
on August 23, Auburn announced its latest 
effort to help feed the world. An Interna- 
tional Aquaculture Network, drawing on 
the expertise of Auburn's internationally- 
renowned fisheries faculty and alumni, will 
work to solye problems of fish culrure and 
increase fish production around the world, 
particularly in the underdeveloped coun- 
tries 

At the press conference, hosted by CARE, 
President James E, Martin announced the 
formal mobilization of the network based 
at Auburn where a central computer will 
give scientists around the world access to 
the expertise of Auburn's faculty and other 
scientists in the field. 

Also taking part in the conference were 
Dr. E. Wayne Shell '52, head of the Depart- 
ment of Fisheries and Allied Aquaculture, 
and director of the International Center for 
Aquaculture; Dr. Richard Pretto '76, head 
of the National Directorate for Aquacul- 
ture in Panama; and Dr. Nyle Brady, 
assistant senior administrator for Science 
and Technology for AID. 

The formal establishment of the Aqua- 
culture Network will take place at Auburn 
this month when Auburn celebrates fifty 
years of pioneering fisheries research. As 
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the leading institution for fisheries educa- 
tion in the world, Auburn has attracted 
more than 300 scientists from 66 other 
nations and has worked in more than 80 
countries helping to set up or aid fisheries 
programs 

Auburn scientists see increasing fish 
productivity as an important way to help 
solve the world’s food shortage, which 
appears destined to get worse as the popu 
lation increases SO percent by the year 2000 
and doubles by 2025. Shortages of food and 
particularly the necessary protein are exac- 
erbated by the fact that the poorer coun- 
tries are usually those with the fastest- 
growing populations 

Auburn currently has long-term aqua- 
culture projects in eleven countries and 
informally contributes to the programs in 
all of the seventy countries where alumni 
are located. The first steps of the new 
International Aquaculture Network will 
“tie these alumni together, because 
it's never been done on a formal basis,” 
explained Dr. Shell. “When we bring them 
up to date and get them involved with 
other alumni, they can revitalize these 
countries.” 

The father of Auburn's fisheries pro- 
gram was Dr. Homer S. Swingle, who 
began research into increasing the protein 
of rural Southerners during the Depres- 
sion through building and stocking farm 
ponds. Dr. Swingle’s student and successor, 
Dr. Shell believes that the same sort of 
approach will do much to eliminate hunger 
in countries which currently have many of 
the problems of the South in the Thirties. 
And, Dr. Shell points out, the need for 
increased fish culture is evident even in 
developed countries. For instance, the Uni-

ted States imports 70 percent of the fish it 
consumes 

President Martin detailed some of 
Auburn's hopes for the International Aqua- 
culture Network—and some of the need 
for it—at a luncheon following the press 
conference. Attending both the conference 
and the luncheon were several Auburn 
alumni from the New York area as well as 
delegates from a number of the countries 
where Auburn scientists, often through the 
auspices of AID, CARE, and the Peace 
Corps, have contributed to establishing or 
revitalizing aquaculture programs. (See 
Dr. Martin's speech on page 6.) 

In his introduction of Dr. Martin, Philip 
Johnston, executive director of CARE, 
pointed out that the food shortage is of 
worldwide significance. “It seems particu- 
larly appropriate that we meet here at the 


headquarters of the United Nations....Of 
the 158 member nations of the United 
Nations, approximately 130 of them have 
quality of life indexes that place them in 
the category of developing nations.” 


Dr. Johnston praised Auburn's fisheries 
program and its help in training profes- 
sionals from agencies such as CARE as well 
as in training students from other countries 


“For countries facing a protein shortage 
in the not-too-distant future, fish harvest- 
ing is a number one priority. We all have a 
responsibility to ensure that the children of 
all nations receive sufficient nutrients to 
guarantee mental and physical develop-

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Alumna Named Head 
Extension Service 


When Ann Thompson '54 returned to 
the Auburn campus on September 1 to 
become director of the Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service, she became the first woman 
to head an extension organization in the 
South and the second in the nation. Dr. 
Thompson left the position of associate 
dean and assistant director of the Virginia 
Cooperative Extension Service to return to 
her alma mater where she first visited as a 
4-H Club member and then returned to 
earn her B.S. Then followed a career at 
every level of extension along with a mas- 
ter's from the University of Maryland and 
an Ed.D. from Oklahoma State. 

Although extension has changed tremen- 
dously since Dr. Thompson was involved 
in 4-H or even since she began her career 
as an assistant home demonstration agent 
in South Alabama, she believes extension 
is just as vital today as then. 

She has been active in a number of pro- 
fessional and service organizations during 
her career. She has been president of the 
Board of Directors of the Journal of Exten- 
sion and chairman of the editorial commit- 
tee. She is past national president of 
Epsilon Sigma Pi, honorary extension fra- 
ternity. The most recent of her many 
extension publications is ‘Extension 
Communications Network in 2000.” 

“Ann Thompson has a unique ability to 
work with people and a commitment to 
broaden the accessibility of all citizens to 
every area of the university's extension 
work,” said President James E. Martin in 
announcing her appointment to the Auburn 
staff. 


Committee Focuses 
On 24 Changes in 


AU Reorganization

If they are accepted, reorganization pro- 
posals made by the ad hoc committee 
appointed by President James E. Martin 
soon after his inauguration would make 
several major changes in the way Auburn 
University is operated. The president made 
the committee's report public in July and is 
currently waiting for input from the faculty, 
staff, and other administrators before mak- 
ing his final recommendations to the Board 
of Trustees late this fall. 

As a part of his inaugural address, Dr. 
Martin emphasized the need to revise the 
administrative structure of the university 
as rapidly as possible. Such reorganization 
had been recommended not only by the 
Self-Study and other previous reports but 
by the evaluation of the 1983 Southern 
Association of Schools and Colleges, which 
delayed its public report on Auburn's ac- 
creditation status for a year until Auburn 
could get a new president and make some 
changes in the operation of the Board of 
Trustees and the university administration. 

Although a number of changes are in 
name only, several sweeping proposals are 
among those recommended by the 10-member 
committee chaired by Executive Vice Pres- 
ident George Emert. 

Among the more obvious changes is that 
of renaming the schools which house a

variety of programs. For instance the 
Schools of Agriculture, Business, Arts and 
Sciences, and Engineering will become col- 
leges, while Home Economics, Nursing, 
and Pharmacy will remain schools; - 


More extensive changes include moving | 


the fine arts program from the School of 
Architecture to the College of Arts and 
Sciences; eliminating the position of vice 
president for agriculture and veterinary 
medicine; reinstating the position of vice 
president for extension; and creating new 
vice presidencies for alumni and develop- 
ment, business and finance, and student 
affairs. (Other changes will be ‘detailed 
below.) 


In its report, the Ad Hoc Committee for 
Organizational Restructuring explained 
the creation of additional admin- 
istrative positions: 


Auburn University’s conservative 
tradition is reflected best by its lean 
senior-level administrative structure. 
This characteristic has served the 
institution well during the years. 
However, as the University has grown 
and increased in complexity and its 
involvement with external agencies 
has been compounded, deficiencies 
in this structure have become appar- 
ent. Change, even within the rela- 
tively short span of a decade, has 
been dramatic in the political and 
social milieu in which the modern 
university must operate. The number 
of federal and state agencies with 
which the institution must interact 
has increased substantially, and in- 
terest by other groups, both public 
and private, is accelerating. These 
developments can be highlighted by 
reminding the reader of the extant 
litigiousness of society. All of this is 


impacting significantly upon the 
manner in which universities are 
organized and administered. 

Similarly, Auburn University is far 
different today from the institution 
that existed a decade ago. Student 
enrollment has grown to 23,500, the 
annual budget is approaching $250 
million, employment now exceeds 
8,000, and a number of instruction 
and research programs have been 
added and expanded. The University 
must be constantly in search of rev- 
enue sources outside the traditional 
areas of legislative appropriations, 
and private funding increasingly must 
underwrite dimensions of quality. 
There are trends toward instructional 
program interrelatedness, and re- 
search projects are ever more inter- 
disciplinary. Finally, emergent pro- 
gram areas and disciplines not found 
at Auburn suggest the need for con- 
sideration of new departments. All 
of these developments compel re- 
examination of existing administra- 
tive arrangements, particularly at the 
central administrative level. 

There are three major dimensions 
to the central administrative struc- 
ture endorsed in this report: (1) 
highlighting of Auburn's three tradi- 
tional comprehensive functions of 
instruction, research, and extension, 
and concentrating overall coordina- 
tion for each at the vice presidential 
level; (2) acknowledging increased 
responsibility of three major Uni- 
versity support areas (Alumni and 
Development, Business and Finance, 
and Student Affairs), and enhancing 
their visibility by elevating them to 
vice presidential level; and (3) rec- 
ognizing the importance of other 


University-wide support activities, 
and providing appropriate central 
administrative agencies to service 
them. 


The 24 major proposals included in the 
reorganization are: 


1. The following schools are retitled 
as colleges: College of Agricul- 
ture, College of Arts and Scien- 
ces, College of Business, College 
of Education, College of Engi- 
neering, and College of Veteri- 
nary Medicine. 

2. Three new schools are created: 
School of Accountancy, School of 
Architecture, and School of Life 
Sciences. 

3. The fine arts programs (Arts, 
Music, Theatre) are transferred 
to a Division of Fine Arts in the 
College of Arts and Sciences. 

4. Twocurricula, biochemistry and 
clinical laboratory sciences (in- 
cluding laboratory and medical 
technology), are moved from Arts 
and Sciences to the School of Life 
Sciences. 

5. The components of the School of 
Life Sciences are the following: 
Department of Biochemistry 
(new), Department of Botany 
and Microbiology (from Agri- 
culture), and Department of Zo- 
ology and Wildlife (from Agri- 
culture). 

6. New Departments of Biochem- 
istry (Life Sciences) and Statis- 
tics (Arts and Sciences) are pro- 
posed, and the division of others 
result in the following depart- 
ments: Finance (Business), Plant 
Pathology (Agriculture), and 
Entomology (Agriculture). 

7. Disciplines within the College of 
Arts and Sciences are grouped 
into three divisions: Fine Arts, 
Physical Sciences and Mathe- 
matics, and Social Sciences and 
Humanities. 

8. Cooperative Extension Service 
state specialists are to be inte- 
grated, if at all possible, into aca- 
demic departments. 

9. University-wide leadership and 
responsibility for the instruction, 
research, and extension missions 
are vested in the offices of the 
respective vice presidents. The 
position of Vice President for 
Extension is restored. 

10. The position of Vice President 
for Agriculture, Home Econom- 
ics, and Veterinary Medicine is 
eliminated. 

11. Three major service areas are 
elevated to vice presidential level: 
Alumni and Development, Bus- 
iness and Finance, and Student 
Affairs. 

12. The position of Director of Inter- 
national Programs is formed to 
coordinate international ‘activi- 
ties. 

13. Affirmative Action/Equal Em- 
ployment Opportunity Programs 
are emphasized by creating a 
separate position as part of the 
President's office. 

14. The new position of University 
General Counsel is added. 

15. The legislative liaison responsi- 
bility is transferred from Uni- 
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versity Relations (which becomes 
the Office of Communications) 
and is made part of the Presi- 
dent's staff 

16. University Computing and Data 
Processing will report to the 
President's office. 

17. The Graduate School will report 
to the Vice President for Aca- 
demic Affairs. 

18. The Agricultural Experiment 
Station and the Engineering Ex- 
periment Station will report to 
the Vice President for Research. 

19. The Cooperative Extension Serv- 
ice will report to the Vice Presi- 
dent for Extension. 

20. University Printing Service is 
grouped with other auxiliary 
activities in Business and Finance. 

21. Educational Television will be 
under direction of the Vice Pres- 
ident for Extension 

22. The Office of Public Service and 
Research will report to the Vice 
President for Extension 

23. Several unit name changes are

Engineering Programs 
Reaccredited 


The Engineering Accreditation Board 
for Engineering and Technology 
(AEC/ABET) has told Auburn that its 
engineering programs will be accredited. 
“We couldn't be more pleased,” said Dean 
Lynn Weaver. “This is the benchmark by 
which engineering programs are measured 
in terms of quality.” 

AEC/ABET specifically cited the pro- 
grams of aerospace engineering, agricultu- 
ral engineering, chemical engineering, civil 
engineering, electrical engineering, indus- 
trial engineering, materials engineering, 
and mechanical engineering as accredited. 
In addition, the Technology Accreditation 
Commission approved the textile man- 
agement and technology program. 

In talking about the importance of ac- 
creditation, Dean Weaver said that the 
ultimate beneficiary of accreditation is the 
student who finds that graduating from an 
accredited school gives him advantages 
when he seeks to become a registered 
€ngineer, when he applies to graduate 
school, and when he competes with other 
engineers in the marketplace. 

Auburn's engineering programs had been 
a matter of concern because increasing 
enrollments and low faculty salaries had 
combined to severely strain the engineer- 
ing programs. Not only do accreditation 
review teams make a detailed examination 
of the engineering programs and their 
facilities, Dean Weaver pointed out, but 
they also look at other factors in the uni- 
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versity. “It is just as important to have a 
strong base in areas such as mathematics, 
Physics, and the humanities,” he said. 

“More and more emphasis is being 
placed on the accreditation process, partic- 
ularly as we progress in the high technol- 
ogy marketplace,” added Dean Weaver, 
stressing that accreditation is even more 
important currently than in years past. He 
praised the “effort our faculty has made 
toward keeping the school at the cutting 
edge of engineering development.” 


Engineering Seeks 
Nominations for 
Top Awards

The Auburn School of Engineering is 
looking for nominations of outstanding 
graduates for its two top awards, the Ben S. 
Gilmer Award, the highest honor awarded 
by the School of Engineering and only 
given twice since it was established in 
1976, and the Distinguished Auburn Engi- 
neer Award, an annual honor made at 
homecoming each fall 

The criteria for the Gilmer Award, 
which honors the 1926 graduate who went 
on to become president of AT&T, include 
being an engineering graduate who is rec- 
ognized and honored by various profes- 
sional organizations in his field, attaining a 
high level of professional responsibility, 
and making an engineering career that has 
received national or international recog- 
nition. 

The first two Gilmer Award recipients 
have been internationally known for their 
accomplishments. William Keister ‘30, 
former director of the Computer Technol- 
ogy Center at Bell Labs, made a number of 
contributions in systems engineering and 
the development of electronic switching 
systems which are now used worldwide. 
The second recipient, Hugh M. Long ‘47, is 
manager of the Electric Energy Systems 
Program at Oak Ridge National Labora- 
tory. He received a bachelor’s and master's 
from Auburn before working on a docto- 
rate at Oxford as a Rhodes Scholar. He is a 
pioneer in the field of cryogenics, and has 
made significant contributions to the 
development of super conducting magnets 
used in research and development of fusion 
energy, viewed by many scientists as a pos- 
sible source of clean, limitless fuel for the 
future. 

For the first time, any alumnus can nom- 
inate another for the Gilmer Award. In the 
past, according to E.O. Jones, engineering 
assistant dean, awards were made only 
through the Engineering Alumni Council. 

“By opening the nomination process to 
Auburn alumni, and particularly the read- 
ers of The Alumnews, we hope to be able to 
widen the scope of our search,” he points 
out. "We want people outside of the coun- 
cil to know about this award, and in so 
doing lessen the chance that a worthy 
prospect might be left out of contention.” 

The award is usually presented at the 
honors banquet of the School of Engineer- 
ing, which takes place in February in con- 
junction with National Engineers Week. 
Selection of the recipient is made by the 
awards committee of the Alumni Engi- 
neering Council and is approved by a 
committee of the whole.

Here and There— 


Some Matters of Conviction

For thirty consecutive years, I have spent some 
portion of each turn of the calendar attempting to 
teach English. During several of those years, I con- 
fined my efforts to a few hours per week in private 
tutoring, volunteer adult education, or instruction of 
fledgling journalists in a required course of on-the- 
job apprenticeship. But most of the time since I 
began in the summer of 1954, teaching English has 
constituted the centerpiece of my work schedule. 

Those whom I have attempted 
to teach represent a broad range of 
educational achievement and cul- 
tural background and include the 
following major groups: (1) Refu- 
gees almost totally ignorant of the 
most commonplace everyday con- 
versational terms—Some of these 
have been illiterate in all languages, 

Roden including their own native tongues, 
while others have been college graduates fluent in 
three or four other languages but unable to pass the 
time of day in English. (2) Native-born American 
citizens—both black and white—whose ancestors 
have been here for generations, but who for one 
reason or another have reached adulthood without 
learning to read the simplest English sentence. (3) 
Other adult Americans—again, both black and white— 
who dropped out of public schools somewhere along 
the line from the third through the ninth grades. (4) 
Regular public high school students in the tenth, 
eleventh, and twelfth grades. (5) And Auburn Uni- 
versity freshmen, sophomores, juniors, and seniors— 
and even several graduate students auditing or tak- 
ing for the record an advanced undergraduate com- 
position course to improve writing skills for dis- 
cussion examinations, term papers, and theses. 

Out of the varied experiences undergone during 
these three decades arise some firm conclusions— 
none of which are original, but all of which are 
pertinent for public and private education in the 
world’s largest and most diverse democracy: 

My first conclusion is that English instruction in 
reading, writing, grammar, spelling, and rhetoric 
serves appropriate purposes at all ages and at most 
achievement levels for all Americans, regardless of 
race, gender, and cultural background. English is so 
rich and complex that few of us ever master all its 
basic components or more than a fraction of its 
almost inexhaustible vocabulary. Therefore, it is not 
surprising that graduate students in other disciplines 
often find a comprehensive undergraduate course in 
English one of their most beneficial subjects. On the 
other hand, English remains so flexible that a sixty- 
year-old immigrant with no previous knowledge of 
the language can learn enough to permit him to earn 
a livelihood and function effectively in an alien 
society within a relatively short term of intense 
study. 

My second conclusion is that every English course 
taught requires for the best results some attention to 
all the components: reading, writing, grammar, 
spelling, and rhetoric. Only a few geniuses can either 
read or write well without some conscious mastery of 
the fundamentals of grammar, spelling, and rhe-

toric. And even geniuses often benefit significantly 
from some disciplined study of these fundamentals. 

My third conclusion is that a large portion of the 
general populace—including some rather well- 
educated people—misapply the term reading by lim- 
iting it merely to parroting the words appearing ona 
page. For example, an astute woman—who super- 
vises a large work force and who holds a master’s 
from a well-established university—once engaged 
me to assess a number of her employees and suggest 
a program for improving their formal work plans 
and.other written reports. She fairly bristled when I 
announced my most basic finding: “None of them 
can read.” Her initial reaction was understandable, 
since virtually all of those in question had assorted 
diplomas and certificates testifying to at least a high 
school education and some collegiate-level profes- 
sional studies. But when I began presenting the evi- 
dence to support my conclusion, the lady suddenly 
agreed: “Oh! If you mean that they do not compre- 
hend what they read, I am sure that you are right.” 

To me, and presumably to all other teachers, read- 
ing involves not merely an accurate perception of the 
words in sentences, paragraphs, essays, stories, and 
poems, but also a reasonably complete comprehen- 
sion of any given selection and beyond that some 
critical assessment of the information and concepts 
perused and comprehended. Without the operation 
of our critical faculties, “reading” becomes at the best 
a worthless pursuit and at the worst a dangerous 
exposure to the multiple fallacies, inaccuracies, ba- 
nalities, and wildly radical concepts which flow daily 
from the presses here and throughout the world. 
Even the wisest and most capable writers are sus- 
ceptible to errors of fact and judgment. And heaven 
only knows how many widely-read authors possess 
precious little wisdom, integrity, or genuine rhetori- 
cal skill. 

And my final conclusion is that America’s future 
as a great democracy depends directly upon teaching 


standard English—grammar, spelling, rhetoric, 
reading, and writing—more comprehensively and 
effectively than we have ever done before. An effec- 
tive command of standard English by the vast major- 
ity of our citizenry is requisite for general educa- 
tional excellence, for a full comprehension of our 
cultural and political heritage, and for establishing 
more firmly the ideological bonds necessary to main- 
tain one nation... indivisible in a world of frag- 
mented, competing, and hostile forces. Without a 
common tongue we risk the debacle which befell at 
the Tower of Babel.

She knows that if the subject is brought up 
suddenly, without a warming-up process, my auto- 
matic reaction will be a resounding “No!” 

It's the same way about going to most banquets. 
And:a trip to Atlanta or Birmingham, or even to 
Columbus or Montgomery, for that matter, requires 
at least a month's build-up in advance, a very careful, 
tedious one.-Even the thought of having to go to one 
of those places (or any big town) causes an intense 
allergy reaction. I'll hear people talking about run- 
ning over to some place to get a bite to eat in one of 
these metropolises and I'll listen in wonder. They 
don't know, I can only surmise, that we have an 
abundant supply of ice cream and hot dog and burger 
and pizza places here.

Auburn’s Moment in Time 
To Help Relieve Hunger 


EDITOR'S NOTE: President James E. Martin made the 
following address at a luncheon at the United Nations, 
following the announcement of Auburn's International 
Aquaculture Network.

I am sure you are all familiar with the Biblical 
account of Jesus’ multiplying five loaves of bread and 
two fishes into enough food for a multitude of His 
followers. In a secular sense, that is what agriculture 
is being asked to do today. World population is 
growing at such an alarming rate—from 2 billion in 
1930 to nearly 5 billion today and more than 6 billion 
by the end of this century—that the task of produc- 
ing enough food is a staggering challenge. Adding to 
this challenge is that the fastest population growth is 
occurring in areas of the world least able to accom- 
modate it. 

Man's need for food transcends all other needs.

Food isn't merely an essential industry; it is the 
industry. In the past, man met this need by domesti- 
cating his food supply, with one major exception. 
American agriculture, thanks in part to land-grant 
colleges such as Auburn, has led a food production 
revolution that would have been unthinkable a cen- 
tury ago. No matter what the food—whether wheat, 
rice, beef, or whatever—agricultural scientists have 
enabled this country not only to meet.and exceed its 
needs but to share our food and our knowledge with 
the rest of the world. Production of practically every 
domesticated foodstuff has increased many times 
during the past 50 years. So far we have focused our 
attention on the world population problem by con- 
centrating on the “loaves,” those parts of our food 
industry that were domesticated early in the history 
of mankind. But traditional approaches to increasing 
agricultural production are being outstripped by the 
population explosion. 

From earliest history, fish has been an important 
source of food, but no significant effort was made to 
domesticate this food source. Fish were difficult to 
tie to a post or keep in a pen or even see or count. 
And, because some 70 percent of the world was 
covered with water, the common assumption was 
that the supply of fish was inexhaustible, so why 
bother domesticating them. Today, the technology 
for harvesting has changed—man uses sonar to track 
schools of fish and diesel engines to power his boats 
in pursuit of the fish—but he must still chase them if 
he is to eat. Can you imagine how much a hamburger 
would cost if we had the same attitude toward raising 
cattle? Or how many people would starve if bread 
was made from wild grasses or vegetables were 
harvested on uncultivated land? 

While the world will soon be faced with a billion 
extra mouths to feed, man is facing the future with 
one hand tied behind his back, producing “loaves” 
and leaving the production of the last major undo- 
mesticated foodstuff, fish, to the mercy of nature. 
Our ancestors let pass an important moment in time. 
We cannot afford to do so. 

The problems facing many Third World countries 
today seem insurmountable. There are problems of 
extreme proverty, poor nutrition, disease, poor 
transportation, and limited economic and educa- 
tional opportunities. But those are problems this 
country faced 50 years ago during the Great Depres- 
sion and we overcame them. Many approaches will 
be needed if these countries are to overcome their 
problems, but the greatest of these challenges will be 


to increase food production, and aquaculture will 
play an important role in meeting that need. 

It was during the Great Depression that Auburn 
became interested in aquaculture. We will celebrate 
the 50th anniversary of our first experiments next 
month in a reunion of alumni from all over the 
world, and that will be the occasion for the formal 
organizing of the new network of aquaculture scien- 
tists dedicated to solving the world hunger crisis 
through the domestication of fish as a food source. 

If this sounds like a lofty goal to you, let’s look at 
some of the reasons why we think we can succeed 
and some of the reasons why we must succeed. But 
first, a step back in time. 

Auburn's fisheries program was founded in 1934, 
during the Great Depression. In the South that was a 
particularly acute peried of suffering. It wasn't 
enough just to provide an education to our students— 
Auburn's mission, after all, is three-fold: instruction, 
research, and extension. During that period, my 
predecessors were faced with the challenge of devel- 
oping programs to help feed the rural poor, who had 
no resources to speak of. Meat was scarce during 
warmer periods of the year and diet-related illnesses 
were common, as they are in poorer nations today. 
The aquaculture program was one of several pro- 
grams developed to deal with the problems of that 
era. It was a plan for that moment in time. 

One objective of the early research was to develop 
methods of growing fish on farms. These fish were 
to supplement the diets of farm families, and little 
thought was given initially to commercial produc- 
tion. By the 1950s, Auburn researchers began con- 
centrating on commercial production of fish as a 
feasible industry that could counter some of the 
problems of poverty, malnutrition, and disease in 
many newly emerging nations. 

Auburn became directly involved in international 
aquaculture development in the’ 1960s, when the 
United States government began to provide eco- 
nomic and technical assistance to Southeast Asia. 
Aquaculture had been practiced on a limited scale 
there for many years, but several of those countries 
requested assistance in strengthening their educa- 
tional and research base. At that time Auburn was 
the only American university that had a teaching and 
research program in aquaculture, so the Agency for 
International Development requested Auburn's help 
in providing assistance to several countries in that 
region. Later this request was expanded to include 
assistance on a worldwide basis. 


Since this partnership began in 1967, Auburn, 
with AID support, has been involved in long-term 
technical assistance projects in 11 countries—Brazil, 
Colombia, Egypt, El Salvador, Honduras, Indonesia, 
Jamaica, Nigeria, Panama, the Philippines, and 
Rwanda. If the time that Auburn staff members 
spent on projects in these countries were added 
together, it would total more than 100 years. Auburn 
staffers have also been involved in smaller projects 
in 80 countries. 

In 1970, AID and the university agreed to estab- 
lish the International Center for Aquaculture at 
Auburn. The center has the responsibility for con- 
ducting research, instruction, and extension in aqua- 
culture, with primary emphasis on its international 
applications. 

Probably the part of Auburn's work in interna- 
tional development with the greatest impact is the 
training of students from emerging countries. We 
offer bachelor’s, master’s, and doctoral degrees in 
aquaculture at Auburn, as well as providing continu- 
ing education courses worldwide. 

Since the first international student came to 
Auburn to study aquaculture in 1944, more than 300 
students from 66 countries have come to study, and 
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more than 180 have been awarded degrees. These 
international Auburn alumni are playing a signifi- 
cant role in the growth and development of aquacul- 
ture, and they are an effective, ever-increasing net- 
work in the development of this system of food 
production. 

Auburn has made a significant contribution to the 
development of aquaculture worldwide over the past 
50 years, but our work is just beginning. With the 
seas becoming overfished, the need for a domesti- 
cated approach to fish production becomes more 
apparent. By the end of this century, the shortfall of 
fish in the world will reach 50 billion pounds—equal 
to two-thirds of the present catch. Obviously a short- 
age of this magnitude will result in increased fish 
prices and an ever increasing flow of fish from the 
seas around impoverished, developing nations to 
countries like Japan and the United States that are 
able to pay those prices. 

Advances in harvesting technology enabled the 
commercial fishing industry to boost its catches to 
keep up with population growth and demand until 
the 1970s, when the availability of fish per person 
peaked and began to decline. This situation is espe- 
cially critical in the developing countries where most 
of the world population growth is occurring and 
where fish are much more important in diets. 

As the human population and demand for food 
increased, farmers were able to increase agricultural 
production by increasing the area in cultivation and 
by increasing the yield from each field. These solu- 
tions have not been available to fishermen. Their 
alternative has been to send to sea more boats with 
larger nets and better tracking systems. It is hard to 
imagine that a body of water as large as an ocean can 
be fished so heavily that a population of fish could be 
reduced to a dangerous level; yet that has happened 
in numerous cases. In fact, there is considerable evi- 
dence that many of the more important fish stocks in 
the world are being over-fished, some severely. 

The increase in population, the plateauing of fish 
catch, and the increased per capita demand in some 
developed countries have combined to push up fish 
prices, which have increased “faster than any other 
food commodity since 1967, almost twice as fast as 
other meats. Developing countries are finding it 
more profitable to ship their catches to the devel- 
oped countries than to distribute the fish in their 
own economy. Thus fish supplies for people in 
developing countries are threatened by the combina- 
tion of increased population and slowing fish catches, 
as well as the export to countries able to pay higher 
prices. 

This worsening problem of world fish supplies 
might have been avoided if early man had domesti- 
cated fish along with cattle, swine, poultry, grains, 
and vegetables. But that was not done, and today 
aquaculture provides no more than 10 percent of 
world fish production. The time has come to change 
that picture, and the program we are launching is a 
significant step in that direction. 


One reason I am confident that we will succeed is 
that aquaculture has several advantages that are 
especially important to the developing countries and 
apply in this country as well. For example, aquacul- 
ture is efficient in the use of water resources. Little of 
the water used in aquaculture is consumed. When a 
field of corn is irrigated the water is consumed, but 
when fish are removed from a pond the water is 
available for a variety of uses. 

Aquaculture also promotes the wise stewardship 
of water. Fish farmers in some areas must learn to 
harvest water from rainfall runoff and store it in 
ponds. This stored water is available, when the rains 
cease, for fish production, for water for livestock, to 
irrigate gardens and even for drinking.

Aquaculture is efficient in the use of land re- 
sources. Fish can be grown on lands that are unsuita- 
ble for agriculture. Rocky land, hilly land, swampy or 
water-logged soils can support fish ponds when 
crops cannot be made to grow. Even soils made too 
salty through poor irrigation practices can be used 
for aquaculture. 

Thousands of different species of fish can be 
adapted for domestic production to meet local condi- 
tions in different parts of the world. 

Not only can fish production be made to meet 
family and village needs in developing countries, but 
it can serve as a source of income. Even a small pond, 
properly managed, can add significantly to total farm 
income, whether the fish are consumed on the farm, 
bartered, or sold for cash. Integrated with other 
farming methods, fish production can make small 
land holdings profitable in underdeveloped countries. 

As I noted earlier, aquaculture contributes only 10 
percent of the world fish supply. This must be 
increased five-fold within two decades if fish farm- 
ing is to offset the shortage of fish that is developing. 
Growth of this magnitude will require large increases 
in the capital available for the construction of ponds 
and processing plants and for the cost of seed stock, 
fertilizers, and feeds. Research on aquaculture must 
be intensified, and practitioners, technicians, and 
professionals must be trained. Marshalling these 
resources will require considerable time and effort. 
In the meantime existing resources and people 
already working in the field must be used to maxi- 
mum advantage. Above all, a successful effort will 
require a worldwide unity of purpose and consoli- 
dated leadership. 

The International Aquaculture Network of Auburn 
alumni in fisheries development will provide the 
coordinated leadership which has been lacking in the 
development of a worldwide aquaculture program. 
Our alumni already are supportive of the university 
and its programs in the usual sense; now we propose 
to organize them into an extended staff to cooperate 
on a worldwide basis in the promotion of aquacul- 
ture and in removing the constraints to increased 
production. We will provide them with adjunct 
appointments and bind them together using the 
techniques of modern communications. 

As part of a worldwide network, trained scientists 
and administrators will be working together with a 
common purpose and bound together with imme- 
diate communication potential. We will be able to 
communicate new research results, innovative teach- 
ing and extension methods, and information on new 


culture systems, on production and marketing trends — 


and on cooperative development opportunities, 
Problems encountered anywhere in the world can be 
considered by the network and solutions proposed 
from the experience of the entire group. This net- 
work will serve as an information base for national 
development programs, for multilateral and bilat- 
eral projects, and for work sponsored by U.S. and 
international agencies. Through the network, the 
various agencies can obtain quick access to those 
specialists with the skills and information to meet 
their needs. 

Although the network will be established with 
Auburn alumni, it will later be expanded to include 
other administrators, scientists, teachers, and exten- 
sion workers in the developing countries. A special 
effort will be made to involve their academic 
institutions. 

Aquaculture will not solve the problems of the 
Third World, but it can be combined with agricultu- 
ral advances to ease the immense hunger problems 
and help make those countries more self sufficient. If 
we do that, I think we will find that many of the 
other problems will be much more manageable. But 
now is the time to act. We must seize this moment in 
time and move forward, producing the loaves and 
the fishes to feed the multitudes. If we do not con- 
front the world hunger problem now, we will have to 
deal with the consequences later. 

There are those who say the problems of the 
Third World are too immense to conquer, so why 
bother. Those in this room, however, know that 
there is really only one world, and it is getting 
smaller every day. If we make no attempt to conquer 
world hunger, it will conquer the world. Shakespeare 
wrote: ‘Men, at some time, are masters of their 
fate.” This is one-of those times.

Fish Vastly Under-Used 
Resource for Solving 
Food Needs of World

No one waited with bated breath for workable 
solutions for worldwide population control to come 
out of the 140-nation conference held in Mexico City 
in August, Even if solutions were found and agreed 
upon, they would not make any noticeable difference 
until the end of the 21st century. The truth is, accord- 
ing to demographers, that in 2025—just 41 years 
from now—there will be 8 billion people in the 
world. That is double the world population of 1984. 
For, despite reported lowered birth rates in some 
countries, our population is like a savings account 
accruing compound interest: Greater amounts yield 
greater amounts. 

Yet how many people can this earth hold? What 
will be the effects of increased population on health, 
climate, and food production? Will there be enough 
food? (There is not enough now in many undevel- 
oped countries. Millions of men, women, and chil- 
dren go to bed hungry each night). 

Rather than speculate, project, or argue about the 
future, there is already widespread hunger among 
today’s 4 billion people. The Green Revolution has 
helped to fill many stomachs with carbohydrates. 
Dwarf varieties of grains, particularly rice and 
wheat, were developed for heavy fertilizer applica- 
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tions and thus production was more than doubled. 
But it is time now for another revolution—a Blue 
Revolution: Man-made ponds for the domestication 
of fresh-water fish and the cultivation of one of the 
most valuable nutrients—protein—in its most effi- 
cient form. 

Fish has been a staple in the diets of many people 
in countries outside the United States for many 
years. Between 1950 and 1970, the world fish catch 
tripled and per capita fish supplies doubled. By 1980, 
however, population had the upper hand and the 
fish catch per capita dropped. Fisheries scientists 
generally agree that further increases in the world 
fish catch are doubtful under present technological 
and economic situations. Any major increase in catch 
could damage the capacity of wild stocks to maintain 
themselves. By the end of the century, the shortfall 
of fish will reach 50 billion pounds, or two-thirds of 
the present. A shortage of such magnitude will result 
in increased fish prices and in an ever increasing 
flow of fish from the impoverished developing coun- 
tries to those able to pay these prices. 

Aquaculture has the potential to make up the 
worldwide shortfall. Although aquaculture has grown 
rapidly in the past 25 years, it provides no more than 
10 percent of world fish production. It could provide 
fish for developed countries, reduce the over-fishing 
pressure on stocks of wild fish, and provide fish for 
many of those poor people in the world who have 
been priced out of the market, 


In fact, despite the available technology for fish 
production in the United States, this nation still 
imports 70 percent of its supply of fish. And until 
recently, fish consumption was almost the result of a 
game sport. But because of increased attention to 
health, Americans in the past decade have begun to 
eat an additional pound of fish per capita, represent- 
ing 270 million pounds of fish no longer available to 
other countries. Domesticating fish and growing 
them as a crop can provide the supply solution as 
well as an economic opportunity. Supplying the U.S. 
market alone could be a major industry. 

Fish are unique animals. Their culture under con- 
trolled conditions provides unusual opportunities 
for producing high quality animal protein. Their 
body temperature is the same as the water, so they do 
not use food energy to maintain a constant, relatively 
high temperature. 

Fish require less food per unit of grain than other 
animals and are particularly efficient when compar- 
ing the protein produced per unit of energy con- 
sumed. For example, fish produce eight times the 
protein per energy unit compared with cattle and 
twice that when compared with poultry. 


Fish farming requires more water per pound of 
protein produced than other plants or animals, but 
little is consumed as compared to when a field of 
corn is irrigated. When fish are removed from a 
pond, the culture water is available for a variety of 
uses. 


Aquaculture is efficient in the use of land re- 
sources. Fish can be grown on land unsuited to agri- 
culture. Uneven or hilly land, difficult to farm and 
subject to severe soil erosion, can be utilized to con- 
struct relatively inexpensive fish ponds. Swamps or 
water-logged soils too wet for farming can be used to 
grow fish. Even soils that contain too much salt can 
be used for aquaculture. 

Some aquaculture systems are capable of produc- 
ing thousands of pounds of fish per surface acre per 
year. Many systems, capable of producing 10,000 
pounds of fish per acre, can be utilized in one form or 
another over much of the world. 

In Jamaica, for example, a growing interest and 
investment in aquaculture during the past few years 
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has boosted production from less than 50,000 pounds 
per year to more than a million pounds. With tilapia, 
a fast growing tropical fish, culture production ex- 
ceeded 50 tons of food fish. Marketing was done by 
the government-owned Agricultural Marketing Cor- 
poration and the fish enterprise soared. Two private 
firms constructed large-scale food fish ponds in 1983 
and one of the farms is already harvesting three tons 
of fish per week from 50 hectares, with plans to 
expand. And this from the island country that in the 
early ‘80s was importing 15 metric tons of fish annu- 
ally for its 2 million inhabitants. 

Fish can utilize a wide variety of foods. There are 
thousands of different species of fish and a wide 
diversity of feeding habits, from aquatic insects to 
leafy plants, grass, weeds, leaves, and animal 
and plant manures. By combining a number of fish 
with complementary feeding habits, production can 
be significantly increased. Polyculture also provides 
the opportunity to produce several species that may 
be sold for different prices to meet the needs of a 
range of consumers, 


Aquaculture is profitable. Most types are several 
times more profitable than various agricultural 
crops, making them useful in those countries where 
land holdings are small. A small pond, properly 
managed, can add significantly to the total farm 
income whether the fish are consumed on the farm, 
bartered, or sold for cash. Although aquaculture can 
be highly profitable when practiced alone, it is most 
effective when integrated with agriculture for more 
efficient utilization of land, water, labor, and equip- 


ment.

Aquaculture can contribute to agricultural and 
economic development. Aquaculture water systems 
are frequently adaptable to land areas considered 
unsuited for other crops. Integrated land-water sys- 
tems, such as in rice and tilapia production, make 
complementary use of both resources. Aquaculture 
pursued on a traditional small scale farming level can 
increase employment opportunities, especially for 
women and young adults. And income distribution 
can be improved by making this new enterprise 
available to small farmers. 

A successful model can be seen in northeastern 
Brazil, where its people survive only because their 
barren landscape is dotted with a multitude of man- 
made reservoirs. The reservoirs not only provide 
water, they provide food. Fish. 

Brazilian biologists, collaborating with fisheries 
advisors, tested and stocked species of fish collected 
from river basins outside the northeast, as well as 
selected species exotic to Brazil. Eight fish species 
were introduced from other regions of the country, 
along with two tilapia species from Africa. In 1978, a 
total of 19,478 metric tons of fish was harvested 
from 103 controlled ponds. Ninety percent of the 
catch was composed of seven fish species, five of 
which had been introduced to the reservoir systems. 
Before introduction of the new species, increased 
fish production had been at a virtual standstill. 

Fish captured from Brazil's interior waters are 
almost entirely consumed in rural areas where reser- 
voir fish are priced lower than other meats. More 
than 10,000 licensed fishermen gain at least part of 
their yearly income by fishing in the controlled 
reservoirs. Brazil's reservoir system is a model for 
the underdeveloped world in reservoir construction, 
fingerling fish production, stocking research, and 
regulated capture. 

Aquaculture must be increased some five-fold 
within the next two decades if fish farming is to 
offset the shortage of fish that is developing. Growth 
of this magnitude will require large increases in 
capital available worldwide for construction of ponds 
and processing plants and for the cost of seed stock, 
fertilizers, and feeds. A successful effort will require 
a worldwide unity of purpose and consolidated lead- 
ership. Land must be designated for ponds and 
research on aquaculture intensified, with more prac- 
titioners and professionals trained. 

We may feel helpless to suggest solutions to curb 
our burgeoning population or its resulting problems. 
But when we look into Third World faces today, 
pinched with hunger and suffering from a lack of 
protein, we must suggest that cultured fish produc- 
tion—aquaculture—may be a food solution whose 
time has come.

Tigers Find Rough 
Weather When 
Hurricanes Strike

It was to be Auburn's chance to prove a 
number of things. First, and most imme- 
diately, the Tigers were going to prove that 
they deserved the lofty praise heaped upon 
them by the press, which had projected 
them as the number one team in the nation 
going into the game. Second, they were 
going to show that same media that it had 
erred last season in picking the Miami 
Hurricanes over Auburn for national cham- 
pionship honors despite the Tigers’ obvi- 
ously more difficult schedule. Finally, they 
had a chance to lay to rest the recurring 
theory that they don't seem to play to their 
potential in the really big games. 

Instead, Auburn's performance in the 
Kickoff Classic proved that they still havea 
way to go before they become the team that 
observers think they can be. The 20-18 loss 
to Miami before a national television audi- 
ence showed that the Tigers, despite their 
great talent and potential, are still a young 
and basically inexperienced football team. 
This inexperience, especially on the defen- 
sive line and at quarterback, proved deadly 
when combined with the unaccustomed 
pressures of life at the top of the college 
football heap. 

To the Tigers’ credit, they held on tena- 
ciously in a first half that for a while threat- 
ened to turn into a rout. Miami could do no 
wrong early and threatened to score on its 
first three possessions, but the defense 
turned them away twice, once on an inter- 
ception and once on downs. Yet Auburn 
could never develop any offensive punch of 
its own to counter the Hurricanes’ strong 
running and passing threat. The swarming 
Miami defense keyed on Bo Jackson, and 
the Tigers’ passing game was inadequate to 
take up the slack. For the game, Auburn 
rushed for only 166 yards, the lowest total 
since last year’s loss to Texas, and passed 
for just 124 more, most of that on two plays 
during its only touchdown drive of the 
evening during the second quarter. 

In the second half Auburn looked some- 
what better, but key penalties and two 
costly turnovers were fatal to any come- 
back hopes. Auburn did rally to take the 
lead twice, once at 15-14 in the third quar- 
ter and once more at 18-17 in the fourth, 
but each time the defense was unable to 
prevent the Hurricanes from answering 
with points of their own. Fortunately for 
Auburn, Miami passed up an opportunity 
to score a touchdown late and make the 
score worse; instead, Hurricane quarter- 
back Bernie Kosar stood idle as the clock 
ran out and the final margin of victory was 
left at two points. 

Whether by two points or fifty, how- 
ever, the loss raises some disturbing ques- 
tions which must be answered before the 
Tigers take on Texas on September 15 in 
Austin. Perhaps it was the pressure, but 
the team seemed listless and inanimate

during most of the game. Enthusiasm, 
which has never been in short supply on 
Dye's past teams, seemed lacking even 
when Auburn rallied to take the lead, an 
accomplishment which at some points in 
the first half seemed totally out of reach. 
The Tigers only have 14 seniors on the 
roster and these didn’t seem to provide the 
leadership the younger players needed 
when things were not going well. 

Another problem which badly hurt 
Auburn's chances was the inexperience on 
the lines and at several key skill positions. 
Miami's crafty quarterback Kosar took 
advantage of that inexperience by alternat- 
ing the Hurricanes’ attack between the 
pass and run so well that the Auburn 
defense could stop neither. Kosar was only 
sacked twice all night, and most of the time 
he was able to stay in the pocket for as long 
as it took to find an open receiver. So 
befuddled was the defense that Miami ran 
up 482 yards total offense. 

On the offensive side for the Tigers, the 
line was again a problem area. Auburn's 
wishbone was never effective consistently. 
Miami defenders often penetrated to break 
up option plays before they could get 
started. Pat Washington, who was billed as 
an extra running threat for the Auburn 
wishbone, gained -8 yards for the night on 
10 attempts. Washington was also pres- 
sured mightily on most of his passing 
attempts, a marked contrast to Kosar’s 
casual roamings in the pocket. 

Despite all this gloom, there were some 
bright spots for the Tigers. Redshirt fresh- 
man kicker Robert McGinty probably 
earned a scholarship with his fine kicking 
as he went three for three on long (42,36,45) 
field goals in his first collegiate appear- 
ance, filling the large shoes of the departed 
Al Del Greco admirably. Pat Washington 
also showed flashes of brilliance and oper- 
ated the offense without a quarterback- 
related turnover until late in the fourth 
quarter despite the adverse conditions 
caused by the failure of the offensive line. 

It was unfortunate for Auburn that it 


opened the season against a fine team like 
Miami rather than a weaker opponent such 
as is usually the case. Otherwise, the inex- 
perience and lackluster play which proved 
fatal at the Meadowlands might have been 
overcome without a costly loss, and the 
young Tigers could have gotten some valu- 
able seasoning before facing the tough 
teams still ahead on the schedule. This 
year's schedule, however, leaves no room 
for such leisurely maturity. 


Fain Named Women’s 
Tennis Coach 


Susie Fain, assistant coach for the 
women’s tennis team at the University of 
Florida last season, has been named head 
coach of the women's program at Auburn. 
A former head coach of both the men’s and 
women’s teams at Allegheny College, Fain 
has a three-year head coaching record of 
37-10. She has several ideas for improving 
the women's program at Auburn, 
which finished 12-9 last season and tied for 
fifth in the SEC tournament. 

“Our immediate goal is to improve our 
schedule,” Fain says. “We will play a 
broader schedule with more top 20 teams 
on it. That's the only way we'll get better 
and have an opportunity to be ranked—to 
play and beat ranked teams.” 


Strickland Out 
For Season 


Auburn basketball forward Vern Strick- 
land will be lost to the Tigers for the com- 
ing season due to a severe knee injury suf- 
fered during a pick-up basketball game in 
June. In another blow to a team already 
badly weakened by the loss of center 
Charles Barkley to the NBA last spring, 
Strickland tore ligaments in his left knee 
and required major surgery to repair the 
damage. As a backup player last year, 


Strickland averaged 6.7 points and 3.2 
rebounds while starting 13 games. He had 
been projected as a starter on the '84-'85 
team as a replacement for the graduated 
Greg Turner.
